paper writer can put ‘fon the wires in 
a couple of hours,!? 

Washington is the “melting pot?? 
for tho nation’s opinions, and it has 
been brought home to the Capital that 
the man in the street, the laborer, the 
farmer at his plow, the business man 
and capitalist, revolts at the suggestion 
of the ‘jingoes’’ who would pile 
American soldiers into thea hungry 
trenches to imitate the porformances 


of Europeans, 


Germany’s first note fell pretty fat 
when it reached Washington, and it 
evoked some uncomplimentary remarks, 
But, outside of the first few days fol- 
lowing the destruction of tho Lusitania, 
there hag been no war sentiment in 
Washington, or the country, In 1898 
when wo had our Uttle brush’! with 
Spain there was a far different feel- 
ing from that which now provails. It 
jo certain that tho American govorn- 
ment will find an honorable way of 
adjusting the present difficulties with: 
out making a plunge into the mael 
strom.

Appropriate Suggestions to. tha Maine 


Housewives. Who Will Appreciate 
Getting Away from tho Hot. Stove. 


As Sumrher approaches the house: 


wife who. does much of her own cook- 
ing longa to get away from the hot 
stova and the monotony of preparing 
the same kinds of foods day after day, 
This is not. an unnatural desire either 
from the standpoint of preparation or 
of the body’s needs. Change aud \a- 
riety always lend a charm to work 
which must be performed and there is 
no reason why we should not make our 
work agreeable since it is our life. Ree- 
reation. is merely a meang of keeping 
us efficient that wé may perform our 
duties weil. 

Because of the heat in summer which 
makes much cooking unpleasant and 
because the woods and fields call out 
to us to come and grow with the grow- 
ing things around us, and beeanse we 
wish to anawer this call knowing that 
by #0 doing we are increasing our uge- 


fulness in every way, there must bo] winter and summer wo shall need less 


some readjustment of our routine house- 
hold duties if we are still to enjoy them 
and yet provide the necessary food for 
the family. 

We find it much pleasanter to pro- 
pare a fresh, crisp salad, which may 
contain a atore of adequate nourish- 
ment than to broil a steak, and the 
small amount of heat necessary to pre- 
pare a gelatine dessert is much to bo 
desired in contrast: with three or four 
hours of fire nécesgary to steam a fruit 
pudding. 

Thon from the body standpoint, wo 
find by a little study and. investigation 
that tho lighter foods aro much more 
desirable but that cara must be taken, 
as always, that both the right amount 
of food material is supplied and that 
it ‘is in the right proportions of the 
various kinda of food. 

Thore are two things which our food 
must do for us, winter or summer, no 
matter whore wo live or what our oo- 
cupation, First, it must build up our 
bodies and keop them in repairs and 
second, if must furnish power for our 
bodies to move and net at the diree- 
tion of tho mind, 

“there are cortain ‘kinds of food 
which are better adapted than othors 
for each of these soparate functions, 
In order to build up or ropair the body 
tissoo wo must have food which con- 
taing tha kind of material we are on- 
deavoring to produce, That is, in or- 
dor to build anusela we must fornish 
fooda such ag eggs, milk, meat, ehecse, 
eta, which contain the same substances 
aa musclo in such form that the body 
¢an transform it into miusele, Again, 
if we wish to furnish heat and enorgy 
in order that the muscles may obey 
tho dictates of tha mind and will, we 
muat furnish a food which may bo 
burned or oxidized by the body and 
thug furnish the thing required.

which must, if we are kept at a point 
of highest efficioncy, be resupplicd each 
day. However, the amount of heat and 
energy we require varies with the tom- 
perature gn the amount of exercise 
we are taking, Therefore, in the sum 
mer when the days are warm and we 
may. be having loss bodily activity we 
shall not require ay much heat and 
énergy producing food as in the win- 
ter when we are perhaps moro active 
and the mereury falls low in tho ther- 
mometer. If the order of our duties 
are reversed, and our greatest activity 
rgqmes in the summer, then we muat pro- 
vide for it; but with equal demands in 


in summer owing to the extra amount 
of heat in the otmosphero which wo 
need not supply. Our tissue building 
fooda aldo yield hent and energy, and 
if used in excess overtax the organs of 
digestion and assimilation, thus mak- 
ing a atill greater demand for energy 
yroducing food in order that these or- 
gans may do the oxtra work laid upon 
them, 

Therefore, in summer wo should re. 
duco both kinds of food; tho tissue 
building food to the limit of the body’s 
neoda and tho fuel foods such as fats, 
sugar, and starch according to the tem- 
perature of the sir and the amount of 
work or action we expect from our 
bodies. 

Some Summer Suggostions, 
From My Wifo’s Recipe Book. 

Cucumbers sliced thin with mayon- 
naise dressing and English walmits, 
make good filling for sandwiches, 

In roasting meat turn it over with a 
spoon instead of a fork, as tho latter 
Jierces the meat and lets the juieo out. 

New potatoes can ho easily scraped 
if jut into hot water, The water 
should be just hot enough to put the 
hands in, 

A good filling for brown bread sand- 
wiches may bo mado by using cold

DRAINAGE. 


George E, ‘Simmons, Professor of 
Agronomy, Farmers’ Week Course, 


A. When to drain, Land. drainage 
is the removal of the surplud watér 
from the soil and the surface of the 
soil with auiiciont rapidity and dficien- 
ey to ft the land+for the successful 
production of useful crops. This. sur- 
plus water may bo from periodic .ox- 
cessive rainfall, from seepage of svater 
from higher land, or from springs, 

The indications of need for drain- 
age aro the growth of plants known as 
water loving plints, wet conditions of 
land in early summer, absences of use- 
ful ficld plants, and the condition of 
xourness in the soil. 

B. Effect of drainage. The effect 
upon the land following the application 
of a thorough system is quite apparent 
in tho results that follow. Surplus wa- 
tor thus praventing evaporation froin 
the surface, Evaporation from tho sire 
free counteracts the offect of the sun's 
rays in warming up the soll, the result 
being that the needs in the soil will 
not have sufleiont heat to germinate 
tary in the season and that plants in 
the ground will not start to grow until 
the growing season is far along. 

Burplus water also Alls the pore apace 
in tho soil thus cutting off tho supply 
of air to the roots, Drainage removes 
this surplus allowing the neaded air to 
got to tho roots and to the organisms 
in tho soll, The freezing of tho soil 
from. tho aeld Jadened stagmant water 
improveg the sanitary condition of the 
soit nnd allows the growth of planta 
that ara affected in a detrimental way 
by neid soll. 

C. Kinda and Relative Efiigtency of 
Drains. The first classification of drains 
would be: Sutfaco and underground 
drains, Surfaco drains aro usually 
mora easily constructed anil will take 
éare of a greater volume of water at 
the least first cont; but while the frst

WILL mies FRUIT GROW: 
NG. 

The prorizce of Vera Crus, Mexico, 
proposes to encourage fruit culture by 
offering big cash prizes. Prices of from 
$100 to $1,000 are to be awarded to 
those fruit growers who shall plant 
and first bring to market crops from 
trrets devoted to the ralsing of or- 
anges, mangoes and pincappled. These 
orchards must have from 1,000 te 10, 
000 trees and from 10,000 to 100,000 
pineapples. All those engaging tx fruit 
culture under the conditions named are 
to be exempt from land taxos for a pe- 
riod of ten years and are to have the 
benefit of a refund in froight charges 
equal to 10 per cent for a similar period 
on all fruits which they ship to mar- 
ket. This is encouragement of a yery 
definite kind, aid under it the fruit 
raising business ought to prospor.

Over 90 per 
cent of the refining and smelting of 
drogses and scrap metals in the United 
States Is confined to the territory east 
of St. Louls and north of the Ohto 
river, 

The amount of secondary copper (in- 
eluding that in brass) recovered in 
1818 was 196,500 tons, being over 22 
per cént of the primary copper smelted 
from domestic ores during the year. 

The secondary lead recoyered amount- 
ed to 72,834 tons, equni to nearly 17 
per cent of the refined lead produced 
from Gomestic ores. 

The output of secondary xinc was 
70,570 tons, equal to 23 per cent of the 
prodaction of primary zinc. 
~ The recovery of secondary tin Is of 
especial importance, for practically no 
domestic tin ore was smelted in the

chards in the Winter of 1914-15. 

Recommendations from the Maine 

‘Experiment Station. 

The following has just been issued 
by Director Charles D, Woods of the 
Maine <Agricuitural Experiment  asta- 
tion: 

On account of the somewhat abnor- 
mal weather conditions which prevailed 
during a considerable part of the past 
winter, the plant pathologist of the 
Maino Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion wag at that time apprehensive of 
winter injury to apple trees. Recent 
events would indicate that these feurs 
were not entirely groundless, 

Contrary to a somewhat provalent 
notion, winter-injury is fully ag likely 
to take place in a mild winter as in a 
navere one. Unseasonably mild, thaw- 
ing weather causing the sap to start, 
partivularly “if followed rather sudden- 
ly by the normal low temperatures for 
tha time of year, frequently resuits in 
much greater damage than that which 
comes from excessively low. tempor- 
atures, Perloda of weather of tho first 
class were quite frequent during the 
past winter in Maine. Also over a 
good part of the orchard belt the 
ground was cither bare or only lightly 
covered with snow throughout tho win+ 
ter morthe. This condition of affairs 
unttoubtedly led to considerable root 
injury, particularly in the heavier and 
more poorly drained soils, 

1! Some evidence of winter injury has 
begun to appear this spring, althorgh 
it is yet too carly to state defizitsiy 
how genoral and widespread it is, At 
Highmoor Farm a few of a lot ef 
young Baldwin trees set Inet year im 
woll drained #oil ara apparently dead 
this spring. Theso trees were very 
thrifty and freo from disense last ses: 
son, Also a cortain amount of winter 
killing took place in the case of trees 


grown in the nursery. While it is toe! 


early to state conclusively it is thought 
that some of tho alder Baldwin trees 
have suffered somewhat. No evidence 
of winter injury bas as yet been ob- 
served on the Ben Davis trees on this 
farm. Specimons showing tho same 
trouble are also coming to tho Station 
from other sources. 

While tho characteristics of winter 
injury sre more or leas varied they are 
aufficiontly woll marked so that the 
average observor should be able to ree- 
ognize them as thoy ocetr in this 
Btate, The history of tho cxse is a 
kory important factor in determining 
the cause, In Maine if a treo or a 
lot of trees are reasonably free from 
borers, canker and other similar insect 
and fungotis troubles, if they appear 
fairly vigorous and healthy ono sca- 
son but begin to show markod signs of 
disonse and death early in tho follow: 
ing summor, the evidence is presump- 
tive that tho wenther conditions of 
tho provious winter aro intimately as- 
sociated with the causa of the trouble. 
Thera js only ono parasitin discase of 
the applo—fire blight—-which worka so 
rapidly that its effects might be and 
have been at thrcs confused with wia- 
fer injury. Aa far aa known typieal 
cases of fira blight of the apple re- 
sulting in a Jarge amount of injury te 
trees In a single season, such as oeeur 
in the other states farther west, bave 
never heen found in Maine. 

Tn the ease of young frees showing 
winter injury the whole plant may be 
dead in the spring and put forth so 
leaves whatever. A very common mani- 
featation of the injury with older trees, 
and one whieh is often confusing to 
ah observer unfamiliar with if, is the 
apparent onset af the troublo after 
growth has started in the spring, Jn 
ageb casos the léaves surrounding the 
fruit bud clusters open and start to 
gtow as ususl and the flowers appar- 
antly open vormally. Aa a rule the 
leaves do not grow ae rapidly on the 
injured parta ae thesa on unaffected 
branches, About the timd the petals 
begin to fall, or somélinies a little 
after, the mont soveraly affected twigs 
or small branehes wither rapidiy aad 
dis, Tn the winter of 1906-7 many large 
fedex of the more susceptible varieties 
of apples wore killed outright. Ans 
general thing injury 4 the larger 
branches and trunks ig usually con: 
fined to the killing of definite arcas

helieving that this same form of injury 
has oecurred to 2 much leas extent dur- 
ing certain other winters. 

Some orchardists expect a pathologist 
to be able to devise methods by whieh 
to prevent entirely this dificulty or to 

jat least cure it after if bas ocourred, 

A man may take certain precautions to 
fywevent lightning striking his build- 
ings, but it is beyond his power +o 
vliminate this souree of danger entire 
ly. Similarly if the lightning sets 
them on fire, ho may, if fortunate and 
energotic, save some of his property 
or oven prevent the eomplete destruc- 
tion of his buildings, but there is no 
way of repairing the damage oxeept 
by replacing tha destroyed or badly in 
jured parts with new. 

Winter injury to fruit trees in one 
sénse belongs to the samo category 
with the lightning stroke. By only 
planting the varieties which have prov- 
en the most hardy for the locality by 
proper drainage of the soil, by avoid- 
ing too late forcing of the trees in the 
fall and by paying attention to cortain 
other factors, a considerable part of 
the danger from winter injury some- 
times can bo eliminated. But no mat- 
ter how skillful an orchardist may be 
he cannot always avoid the trouble. 

Much can be dong to repair the dam- 
ago and to prevent the after effects 
which are often more saver than the 
winter injury itsclf, but the only way 
to over get an entirely sound trea in 
place of one whore large patches of 
bark on the trunk, larger limbs and in 
tho crotches have been destroyed is $0 
aot a new one, This docs not mean, 
howover, that it is aot possible fra: 
quontly to repair a badly injured tree, 
through the assistance of time and na- 
ture, fo that it may ba preserved for 
many years of usefulness, 

While severe pruning and cutting 
back immediately following winter ine 

jury is not advocated, all dead wood 
and bark as soon ns it can ba detect- 
ed should be removed and out back to 
a place somewhat beyond its junction 
with the healthy tissues, Numorous 
forms of fungl which normally grow 
only on dead or decaying wood soon 
gain entrance to the injured bark on 
varioug parts of the treo and to the 
wood of small limbs. If allowed to 
grow they gradually work back into 
the uninjured tissue, killing it, and if 
left alone lead to the final destruction 
of the tree, Tho smaller wounds serve 
oa places for the entrance of ‘the more 
strictly parasitic fungi, which produce 
truo cankers in’ the wood snd bark, 
apreading cach year until the affected 
portion of the trunk or branch is gird- 
led and killed, 

Tho Station has always rocomnitend+ 
od that after the dead tissuea were en. 
tirely removed that the wounds thre 
made bo disinfected with a solution 
consiating of one ounco of copper sul: 
phate in n gallon of water and ther 
painted with a pure whito lead and 
oil, From the results of certain ox: 
periments recently published by the 
New York Agricultural Experiment 
Station, it is claimed that no particu. 
lar advantage iy gained by painting 
the wounda or covering thon with wax 
or other protective material, In fact 
many of tho projective materials ap: 
plied caused injury and the wounds 
healed mora slowly than whore nothing 
was used. Of tho paints, including 
coal tar, ote, white lead was the more 
satisfactory. Ordinarily shellac pro- 
duced no injury and seemed to produce 
a stimulating effect tho first year, It 
did not, however, adhere to the wounds 
as well as the other materiale, These 
experiments had to do with ordinary 
pruning wounds, It would still seem 
that large patches of wood Inid bars 
by the killing of the bark should be 
protected by white lead or at least 
shellac,

Figures Gathored by United States Geo. 
logical Survey Show Decrease in 
Both Quantity. and Vahie of Out-

The total production of Portland 
cement in the United States in 1914, 
according to Ernest I. Burchard, of 
the United States Geological Survey, 
was 88,230,170 barrels, valued at $91,- 


759,368; the production for 1013 waa 


92,097,191 barrels, valued nt $92,657,- 
G17, The antput for 1914 represents 
a decrease in quantity of 3,866,961 bar- 
rols, and a deerensa in yalue of Si0,- 
768,249,. The value assigned to the pro- 
duction is computed on the basis of 
92.7 cents a barrol, or tha average val- 
uo of the Portland cement shipped in 
1914, 

The shipments of, Portland cement 
from tho mills in the United States in 
1014 amounted to 86,437,956. barrels, 
valued at $80,118,475, compared swith 
$8,689,377 barrels, valued at $89,- 
106,976, shipped in 1913, This ropre- 
sents a deerense in quantity of 2,351,- 
421. barrels, and in value of $8,988,- 
500. The average factory price per 
barrel in bulk for tho whole country 
in 1914 was 92.7 conta, compared with 
$1.005 in 1913, a decreasa of 7.8. cants 
a barrel, 
cents higher than the-avorage price in 
tho Lehigh district and ia near the 
average priea in New York, Illinois, 
Towa, the Southeastern States, and the 
Plains States, but falls 42.5 conts be- 
low the average price received in Utah, 
whore Portland ¢oment brought the 
highest figuro during the year. - 

Among the States there were unint- 
portant changes in rank as cement pro- 
ducers, Pennsylvanian and Indiana 
held first and second places respec- 
tively, as for many years, but both of 
these large cement-producing States 
suffered. an appreciable reduction of 
output. In 1913 the output of Califor- 
nia oxceoded that of New York and 
Illinoiy, but in 1014 this State dropped 
from third to fifth place. Now Jersey 
dropped from saventh to ninth place, 
having béen passed by both Michigan 
and Iowa in 1914. The State of Kan- 
sis, which has attracted considerable 
attention in the cement world, first be- 
cnuse of the rapid developmont of tho 
industry within its borders on account 
of the proximity of nbundant supplies 
of suitable raw material and cheap 
‘natural gas, and later because of tho 
waning of tho gas supply and the ¢on- 
sequent in¢reaso in cost of manufac- 
ture of coment which resulted in our- 
talimiont of output, maintained its rank 
of tenth among cemont producers and 
suffored but little reduction of output, 
although the price of coment hore folk 
considernbly below tha average, Towa 
and Ohio both showdd gratifying in< 
orcasd in output and appear also to 
have kept prices up more successfully 
than many other States. In tha far 
‘West, in Washington, conditions wero 
brought into balance by a conslder- 
able curtnilmont of production and 
an increase in shipments, although 
prieas fell henvily; in Uteh production 
was largely and shipmonta slightly In- 
erensed, and prices wera also inereas- 
od, Tho only other States showing in- 
erenno of prices were Now Jersey and 
Texas. 

OL the twolve commercial districts 
into which the United States is divid- 
ed, there was an increaso in production 
in five—New York, Michigan-north- 
eantorn Indiana, Maryland-Weat Vir- 
ginin, Towa-Missouri, and the Rocky 
Mountain States—and an increase fn 
ahipmonts in soyen—Now York, Ohio- 
weatern Pennsylvania, Michigannorth+ 
eastern Indiana, Kentueky-southern Tn- 
diana, Maryland-Virginla-West Virgin« 
ja, Jowa-Misaouri, and the Rocky Moun- 
tain States. Thore wera decreases in 
production in seven districta—DLehigh, 
Ohiio-western Pennaylvania, Kenticky- 
southern Indians, TWlinois-orthweatern 
Indiana, Tonnested- Alatiama-Ceorgia, 
Great Maing, atid Pacifie conat, and de- 
erenses in five diatricte—Lehigh, Ill 
nois-northwestern Indians, Termneneds 
Alabann-Goorgia, Great Malns, and Pa+ 
cifie const. ‘The largest pareentage of 
increats of production was reported 
from Now York, but the increas fn 
shipmnenta in that district was only half 
as gitat.
